“The  speeches  that  the  president 
has  made  and  his  comments  concern¬ 
ing  arms  control  and  dealing  with  the 
Soviets  is  entirely  devised  to  set  a 
climate  that  we  think  is  appropriate 
for  the  summit,”  Fitzwatger  said. 

Meantime,  a  dispute  over  an  ex¬ 
change  of  weapons  data  was  eased  as 
the  two  sides  pushed  ahead  for  the 
start  of  the  third  Reagan-Gorbachev 
summit. 

Gorbachev  is  to  arrive  Monday  af¬ 
ternoon,  see  Reagan  on  Tuesday  and 
later  that  day  sign  a  treaty  calling  for 
the  destruction  of  the  superpowers’ 
medium  range  missiles. 

Soviet  negotiators  in  Geneva  turned 
over  all  the  information  demanded  by 
the  U.S.  side,  U.S.  officials  here  said. 
The  two  sides  still  intend  to  exchange 
charts  and  diagrams  “and  we  do  not 
anticipate  any  problems,”  said  one  of 
the  officals,  who  demanded 
anonymity.

Utah’s  governor  is  calling  for  re¬ 
sponsible  educators  and  citizens  to 
encourage  legislature  to  reject  unrea¬ 
sonable  demands  for  tax  increases 
proposed  by  the  Utah  Education  As¬ 
sociation. 

“I  was  very  disappointed  to  read 
UEA’s  1988  legislative  program 
which  calls  for  increased  spending  to¬ 
taling  over  $100  million  to  be  paid  for 
by  an  increase  in  taxes,”  Gov.-  Nor¬ 
man  H.  Bangerter  said. 

“The  proposal  is  totally  irresponsi¬ 
ble  and  unrealistic.”  It  undermines 
the  organization’s  credibility  with  the 
legislature,  he  said. 

The  UEA  statement  concerning 
1988  legislative  priorities  says  the 
high  school  graduation  rate’s  dip  from 
78.7  percent  in  1984  to  75.9  percent  in 
1985  is  a  reflection  of  having  a  per- 
pupil  spending  rate  less  than  that  of 
any  other  state,  a  recent  Associated 
Press  article  stated. 

The  article  says  the  UEA  acknowl¬ 
edges  another  year  of  tight  budget¬ 
ing. 

However,  it  proposes  new  funding 
could  be  garnered  by  an  income  tax 
hike  equaling  the  federal  tax  reduc¬ 
tion. 

Bangerter  said  excellence  in  Utah 
education  continues.  “By  every  mea¬ 
sure  I  am  aware  of,  Utah  public 
schools  are  doing  an  excellent  job.” 

Student  tests  remain  above  the  na¬ 
tional  average  while  drop-out  and 
adult  illiteracy  rates  are  below  the 
national  average,  he  said.

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Allan  Wit  of  the  Utah  Foundation, 
a  private  research  group,  said, 
presently  tax  revenue  is  sufficient  for 
spending  requirements,  but  if  the  tax 
initiative  goes  through,  those  funds 
may  not  be  sufficient. 

Supported  by  various  tax  limitation 
groups,  the  initiative  would  reduce 
tax  revenue  by  $345  million  through¬ 
out  Utah. 

Scott  Bean,  associate  superinten¬ 
dent  of  administration  for  the  State 
Office  of  Education,  said,  “We  are  the 
most  efficient  state  in  the  nation  in 
terms  of  educational  achievement.” 

Based  on  the  Utah  Foundation’s 
revenue  projections  for  1988,  there 
will  be  $1,422  billion  in  general  school 
fund  resources  for  both  higher  educa¬ 
tion  and  public  school  budgets.  Au¬ 
thorized  appropriations  for  the  cur¬ 
rent  general  school  fund  amounts  to 
$1.37  billion. 


These  projections  provide  for  fu¬ 
ture  population  and  enrollment  in¬ 
creases,  said  Wit. 

The  present  revenue  will  be  suffi¬ 
cient  for  operations  in  1988,  according 
to  current  conditions,  but  if  there  is  a 
tax  cut,  school  revenues  could  be 
hurt,  said  Wit. 

State  Sen.  Lyle  Hillyard,  chairman 
of  the  Senate  Appropriations  Com¬ 
mittee,  said,  “We  believe  there  will 
be  enough  revenue  in  the  coming 
years  for  the  public’s  needs.” 

There  should  be  a  small  salary  in¬ 
crease  for  some  educators  who  have 
gone  without  a  raise  for  three  years, 
said  Hillyard.  This  is  also  important 
considering  there  will  be  an  increase 
of  8,000  students  in  the  coming  year, 
he  said. 

“We  thought  this  year’s  budget 
would  be  cut  2  to  3  percent,  but  that’s 
not  the  case,”  said  Hillyard.  There 


should  even  be  a  surplus  of  tax  rev¬ 
enue  this  year,  he  said. 

Others  feel  a  budget  cut  would  not 
hurt  the  schools.  Howard  Stephen¬ 
son,  assistant  director  of  the  Utah 
Tax  Payers  Association,  said,  “We 
have  supported  the  People’s  Tax  and 
Spending  Limitation  Initiative,”  part 
of  which  would  make  cuts  in  money 
for  education  throughout  Utah. 

“We  don’t  feel  a  cut  would  hurt  edu¬ 
cational  standards,”  said  Stephenson. 

A  tax  cut  would  have  a  positive  ef¬ 
fect  on  school  districts,  making  them 
reevaluate  their  spending  practices, 
he  said. 

Mike  Robinson  who  is  in  charge  of 
public  information  for  Alpine  School 
District  said,  “I  don’t  think  people  re¬ 
alize  how  many  millions  have  been 
cut,  while  enrollment  has  continued 
to  increase.” 

According  to  Wit,  one  of  Utah’s 
main  problems  is  an  increasing  enroll¬ 
ment.  “There  are  now  signs  that  en¬ 
rollment  is  leveling  off,”  said  Wit.  In 
another  4-5  years,  enrollment  will 
have  leveled  off,  he  said. 

Bangerter  said,  “Utah’s  teachers 
deserve  our  praise  and  encourage¬ 
ment  for  the  tremendous  work  they 
do.  Putting  them  against  the  tax 
payers  in  an  attempt  to  find  an  out¬ 
landish  budget  request  is  harmful  and 
counterproductive.” 

Bean  said  current  tax  limitation 
proposals  would  cut  $123  million  or  13 
percent  from  the  state  public  school 
system’s  operational  fund,  which 
could  mean  cuts  in  important  public 
programs. 

Hillyard  said,  “We  still  don’t  know 
the  full  impact  that  the  Gramm-Rud- 
man  initiative  may  have  on  the  state.” 
If  there  are  cuts  because  of  Gramm- 
Rudman,  those  cuts  would  most  likely 
come  from  social  services  and  state 
health  departments,  said  Hillyard. 

UEA  officials  were  unavailable  for 
comment. 


SLC  nursing  students 
to  transfer  to  Provo

Nursing  students  at  BYU’s  Salt 
Lake  extension  are  being  transferred 
to  the  main  Provo  campus  beginning 
Winter  Semester. 

“We  want  to  provide  the  best  expe¬ 
rience  possible  for  our  nursing  stu¬ 
dents,”  said  June  Leifson,  dean  of 
nursing. 

“The  Provo  campus  will  give  nurs¬ 
ing  students  experiences  that  they 
couldn’t  get  up  at  Salt  Lake.” 

"  In  a  letter  to  students  anticipating 
acceptance  into  the  nursing  program, 
Leifson  said  the  administration  and 
the  College  of  Nursing  want  to  give 
nursing  students  a  “full  university  ex¬ 
perience”  currently  unavailable  at  the 
Salt  Lake  extension. 

The  letter  also  said  the  Provo  cam¬ 
pus  provides  an  atmosphere  consis¬ 
tent  with  the  ideals  and  principles  of 
“The  Church  (of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat¬ 
ter-day  Saints)  University.” 


Leifson  said  many  general  educa¬ 
tion  courses  are  unavailable  at  the  ex¬ 
tension  and  the  move  to  the  Provo 
campus  would  allow  nursing  students 
to  have  all  the  options  available  to 
them  that  other  students  have. 

The  College  of  Nursing  currently 
has  an  excellent  program  for  students 
to  take  their  practicum  at  local  hospi¬ 
tals  in  Provo  or  at  several  locations  in 
Salt  Lake,  according  to  Liefson.  The 
center  in  Salt  Lake  will  still  serve  as  a 
means  of  carrying  out  the  practicum 
required  for  all  nursing  students. 

“With  nursing,  you  can’t  learn  ev¬ 
erything  you  need  to  learn  in  the  labo¬ 
ratory.  You  need  to  get  out  into  the 
hospitals,  the  homes.  You  have  to  go 
to  the  sick,”  Liefson  said. 

The  students  enrolled  in  the  nurs¬ 
ing  program  will  now  have  the  choice 
of  serving  their  practicum  in  either 
Salt  Lake  or  Provo.  Liefson  said 
those  who  register  early  will  have  the 
option  of  either  location,  but  others 
may  not.

nancy.  It  covers  up  to  $200  for  in-and-out  emergency 
room  care  and  up  to  $200  in  diagnostic  laboratory  X-rays. 

According  to  Venice  Dunn  of  the  BYU  Health  Center, 
examples  of  life-threatening  sicknesses  or  accidents  are 
severe  abdominal  pains,  gall  bladder  problems,  concus¬ 
sions  or  profuse  bleeding.  Illnesses  like  headaches  or  the 
flu  are  not  covered.  Graduates  who  have  not  moved  from 
the  area  can  still  get  care  from  the  Health  Center  for 
minor  problems.  The  insurance  policy  does  not  cover  a 
preexisting  illness. 

Another  company,  based  in  Orem,  offers  temporary 
health  insurance  for  one, 
two,  three,  six  and  nine 
months.  At  a  $100  de¬ 
ductible,  the  cost  for  a  single 
male,  between  ages  19  and 
29,  is  $30  for  one  month.  The 
cost  is  $36  for  a  single  fe¬ 
male.  A  couple  with  one 
child  pays  $83  for  each 
month  of  coverage.  This 
company’s  plan  pays  80  per¬ 
cent  of  costs  up  to  $5,000.

increased  tension  in  the  Persian  Gulf. 

According  to  Kamal,  no  one  can  tell 
if  there  will  be  an  end  to  the  conflict  in 
the  near  future.  “Many  countries  are 
involved;  it  is  very  complex.  Some 
feel  their  security  will  be  endangered 
if  they  stop  the  war.” 

“Jordan  has  steadfastly  supported 
Iraq  because  they  are  bound  by  an 
agreement,”  said  Kamal.  He  added 
that  Iraq  is  an  Arab  country  and 
shares  a  common  border  with  Jordan. 
“Syria  and  Jordan  will  be  in  grave 
trouble  if  Iran  wins  the  war,”  he  said. 

Kamal  responded  to  a  question 
about  the  presence  of  the  U.S.  mili¬ 
tary  in  the  Persian  Gulf  by  saying,  “If 
they  are  there  to  see  to  it  that  the  flow 
of  blood  stops,  we  all  welcome  that 
and  are  grateful  for  it.  But  if  they  are 
only  there  to  insure  the  flow  of  oil,  the 
significance  of  their  presence  could 
possibly  be  very  much  reduced.” 

Kamal  said  Jordanians  were 
stunned  and  bewildered  when  the 
Iran-Contra  affair  surfaced. 

He  said  “many  people  were  angry 
. . .  now  the  United  States  administra¬ 
tion  has  realized  they  have  made  a 
mistake.” 

Kamal  has  high  hopes  for  the  up¬ 
coming  summit  between  the  Soviet 
Union  and  the  United  States. 

According  to  Kamal,  King  Hussein 
will  travel  to  the  Soviet  Union  to  meet 
with  Soviet  Premier  Mikhail  Gor¬ 
bachev  not  long  after  the  summit  in 
the  United  States. 

Kamal  has  made  it  possible  for 
three  students  to  attend  BYU  on 
Royal  Jordanian  Scholarships. 

He  said  two  more  engineering  stu¬ 
dents  are  coming  and  they  are  work¬ 
ing  toward  sending  more  to  the  uni¬ 
versity.

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Officials  seek  names  of  poisoned  couple 

MANAMA,  Bahrain  (AP)  —  Officials  sought  the  identities  Wednesday  of  an 
Asian  couple  who  took  poison  rather  than  be  questioned  about  a  jetliner  that 
may  have  been  bombed.  The  woman  revived  for  a  time,  but  said  nothing. 

The  man  died  of  the  poison  concealed  in  the  filters  of  cigarettes  in  a  pack  the 
woman  carried.  Both  carried  forged  Japanese  passports  and  were  detained 
Tuesday  at  the  Bahrain  airport  before  boarding  a  flight  to  Rome  via  Amman, 
Jordan. 

They  flew  from  Baghdad  to  Abu  Dhabi  on  the  South  Korean  jetliner,  which 
disappeared  Sunday  near  the  Burma-Thailand  frontier  with  115  people 
aboard.  A  search  continued  Wednesday  for  the  Boeing  707,  which  South 
Korean  officials  believe  was  destroyed  by  a  terrorist  bomb. 

In  Tokyo,  police  said  they  were  investigating  possible  links  between  the 
disappearance  of  Korean  Air  Flight  858  and  a  1985  North  Korean  spy  ring  case 
in  Japan. 

Takao  Natsume,  Japan’s  acting  ambassador  to  Bahrain,  said  the  woman 
regained  consciousness  for  about  two  hours  before  noon  Wednesday,  but 
slipped  back  into  “an  aggravated  condition”  without  talking. 

Since  then  there  had  been  “no  sign  of  progress  in  her  condition,”  which  he 
described  as  “very  serious,”  Natsume  told  a  news  conference. 

Neither  Japanese  nor  South  Korean  officials  were  admitted  to  the  military 
hospital  where  she  was  under  guard. 

Kennedy  passes  by  not  being  tested 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Justice  Department  said  Wednesday  that 
Supreme  Court  nominee  Anthony  M.  Kennedy  was  given  no  litmus  test  to 
determine  how  he  would  vote  on  controversial  issues  likely  to  come  before  the 
high  court. 

Prior  to  the  selection  of  Kennedy  to  fill  the  court’s  vacant  seat,  neither  the 
president  nor  other  officials  asked  Kennedy  his  views  on  “any  case,  issue  or 
subject”  that  could  be  decided  by  the  justices,  the  department  said. 

The  department  made  the  comments  in  a  letter  to  the  Senate  Judiciary 
Committee,  which  had  requested  documents  on  any  communcations  between 
Kennedy  and  administration  officials.  Assistant  Attorney  General  John  R. 
Bolton  acknowledged  the  department  has  informal  lists  of  questions  that  may 
have  been  asked  Kennedy,  but  did  not  make  clear  whether  they  would  be 
given  to  the  panel. 

Sen.  Patrick  J.  Leahy,  D-Vt.,  a  committee  member,  said  the  panel  should 
press  for  everything  the  department  has  available. 

Acting  Chicago  mayor  swears  reform 

CHICAGO  (AP)  —  Veteran  black  Alderman  Eugene  Sawyer  was  sworn  in 
Wednesday  as  acting  mayor  of  Chicago.  He  was  chosen  to  succeed  the  late 
Harold  Washington  in  a  raucous  6 1/2-hour  City  Council  meeting  amid  charges 
of  a  return  to  machine  politics. 

Sawyer,  elected  with  support  from  old-guard  whites,  immediately  vowed 
that  Washington’s  reform  movement  “shall  remain  intact  and  go  forward.  It 
will  continue  untainted  by  special  interests  for  the  rich  and  powerful.” 

But  some  allies  of  the  city’s  first  black  mayor  predicted  that  Sawyer  would 
revert  to  old-style  cronyism  and  dealing  during  his  17  months  as  acting  mayor. 

Sawyer  was  elected  at  4:01  a.m.,  climaxing  a  chaotic  19  hours  of  political 
intrigue.  Ten  aldermen  reported  death  threats,  an  estimated  5,000  protesters 
mobbed  City  Hall  and  a  lawsuit  was  filed  in  an  unsuccessful  bid  to  stop  the 
council’s  selection  of  an  acting  mayor. 

He  defeated  Tim  Evans,  a  black  alderman  who  had  been  Washington’s  floor 
leader,  by  a  vote  of  29-19  with  two  abstentions  in  the  50-member  council. 
Voters  will  elect  a  mayor  in  April  1989  to  serve  until  1991,  finishing  out 
Washington’s  second  term. 

Court  will  hear  Hustler/Falwell  dispute 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  — -  The  Rev.  Jerry  Falwell  and  sex  magazine  pub¬ 
lisher  Larry  Flynt  listened  in  silence  Wednesday  as  the  Supreme  Court  used  a 
dispute  they  sparked  to  explore  the  legal  boundaries  of  satire  and  parody. 

The  justices,  whose  ruling  is  expected  by  July,  must  decide  the  validity  of  a 
$200,000  award  won  by  Falwell  for  an  advertising  parody  published  by  Flynt’s 
magazine,  Hustler. 

The  phony  ad  purportedly  quoted  Falwell,  a  Baptist  minister  who  until 
recently  led  an  organization  called  the  Moral  Majority,  discussing  a  sexual 
encounter  with  his  mother  in  a  Virginia  outhouse  and  a  habit  of  getting  drunk 
before  giving  sermons. 

The  court  is  being  asked  to  decide  whether  people  who  say  they  suffered 
errfotlorial  distress  over  a  satirical  attack  should  have  a  better  chance  of 
winning  a  lawsuit  than  if  they  sued  for  libel. 

The  cast;,  with  Falwell  claiming  emotional  distress,  is  being  closely  eyed  by 
many  in  the  news  business,  especially  political  cartoonists  and  commentators. 

Information  sought  in  child  abuse  case 

LOGAN  (AP)  —  Cache  County  Attorney  Lanny  Gunnell  is  asking  parents 
to  come  forward  with  information  they  may  have  about  a  Logan  man  who  was 
arrested  after  submitting  allegedly  suggestive  photographs  of  juveniles  for  a 
university  class  project. 

Ronald  C.  Hinckley  was  arrested  on  Nov.  23  after  allegedly  turning  in 
photos  that  a  Utah  State  University  instructor  found  objectionable.  The 
instructor  turned  over  the  pictures  to  campus  police,  who  filed  a  complaint 
with  the  county  attorney’s  office. 

Hinckley  remained  in  jail  Wednesday  in  lieu  of  $105,000  bail  on  one  count 
each  of  sexual  exploitation  of  a  minor,  sodomy  on  a  child  and  aggravated  sexual 
abuse  of  a  child,  and  two  counts  of  sexual  abuse  of  a  child. 

Gunnell  said  officers  who  searched  Hinckley’s  home  seized  a  “massive  pile” 
of  photographs  and  other  materials  involving  children  of  different  ages,  and 
some  pictured  local  children. 

“If  parents  know  their  children  have  associated  with  him,  we  would  like  that 
information  . . .  because  some  of  the  children  may  be  in  need  of  therapy  due  to 
certain  incidents  that  have  occurred,”  he  said.

Ten-foot-high  waves 
could  be  generated 
by  Salt  Lake  quake 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  If  a 
major,  active  fault  beneath  the  Great 
Salt  Lake  ever  unleashed  an  earth¬ 
quake  of  major  magnitude,  10-foot- 
high  waves  could  be  sent  crashing 
along  its  shores. 

“It  would  be  very  destructive,” 
said  James  Pechmann,  a  University 
of  Utah  geologist  who  addressed  an 
earthquake  workshop  here  Tuesday. 

There  are  railroad  lines  and  por¬ 
tions  of  Interstates  15  and  80  which 
run  close  to  the  lake.  Several 
lakeshore  industries  could  be  affected 
by  subsequent  flooding  from  a  lake 
quake. 

Pechmann  said  the  fault  begins 
near  the  lake’s  north  shore  and  runs 
along  the  west  side  of  the  Promontory 
Mountains,  Frem  and  Antelope  is¬ 
lands,  ending  at  the  south  shore  near 
the  Saltair  resort. 

Pechmann  said  the  lake  fault  runs 
parallel  to  the  better-known  Wasatch 
Mountains  Fault  and  appears  capable 
of  producing  earthquakes  of  approxi¬ 
mately  the  same  magnitude  —  be¬ 
tween  7.0  and  7.75  on  the  Richter 
scale. 

If  such  a  major  quake  hit  the  lake 
fault,  “We  could  get  10-foot  waves 
moving  back  and  forth  in  the  Great 
Salt  Lake,”  Pechmann  said.  “This 
should  be  added  to  the  inventory  of 
possible  hazards  being  considered.”

He  contacted  his  brother  and  they 
worked  out  a  general  strategy  with  a 
grease  pencil  on  a  white  board.  They 
decided  to  try. 

Despite  various  delays  in  financing, 
Cannon  and  his  associates,  then  called 
Basic  Manufacturing  and  Technology 
of  Utah,  completed  the  sale  of  Geneva 
Steel  at  the  end  of  August  this  year. 

Cannon  said ,  although  he  did  not  go 
into  the  sale  only  to  be  charitable,  “I 
love  Utah  a  lot.” 

He  said  Geneva  had  always  been  a 
profitable  plant  for  USX,  and  the  in¬ 
stitutions  that  lent  it  the  money 
would  not  have  done  so  if  they  had  not 
perceived  it  to  be  profitable. 

He  added  that  this  is  the  first  time 
an  integrated  steel  plant  had  been 
sold. 

“People  in  Utah  Valley  develop  an 
opinion  about  this  mill  that  it’s  old. 
It’s  not  old,”  Cannon  said.  “It’s  actu¬ 
ally  a  relatively  new  mill.  Many, 
many  mills  in  this  country  are  older 
than  this  mill.” 

Since  the  steel  mill  opened,  Cannon 
said  he  often  anonymously  asks  local 
merchants  if  things  have  improved 
since  Geneva  reopened. 

With  almost  no  exceptions,  people 
answer  yes. 

According  to  Cannon,  the  mill’s  in¬ 
fluence  may  provide  as  many  as 
10,000  jobs  to  the  local  economy. 

“That’s  a  lot  of  kids  going  on  mis¬ 
sions,  going  to  college  and  getting 
married,”  he  commented.  “That’s  a 
very  satisfying  feeling.”

Congress  wants  larger  role 
in  U.S.  covert  activities

Some  of  the  recommendations  from 
the  House-Senate  Committee  report 
on  the  Iran-Contra  affair  will  con¬ 
tribute  to  inefficiency  in  government, 
according  to  a  BYU  political  scientist. 

Congress  wants  tp  participate 
more  in  foreign  policy-making,  but 
such  participation  will  make  the  gov¬ 
ernment  machine  less  effective,  said 
M.  Ladd  Hollist  of  the  David  M. 
Kennedy  Center  for  International 
Studies. 

The  House-Senate  Committee  re¬ 
quired  that  all  agents  and  countries 
involved  in  covert  actions  be  identi¬ 
fied  by  Congress. 

Because  the  country  is  not  at  war, 
the  tolerance  for  covert  activity  is 
lower  than  it  would  be  otherwise,  said 
Hollist. 

“Do  covert  activities,  when  con¬ 
ducted  successfully,  contribute  to  the 
national  interests  of  the  United 
States?”  Hollist  asks. 

He  said  that  some  people  would  an¬ 
swer  no.  The  reason  is  that  covert 
activity  undermines  the  moral  stan¬ 
dards  of  our  society,  he  said. 

The  Committee  also  requested  in 
its  report  that  instead  of  requiring 
only  “timely  notice,”  Congress  be  told 
of  any  covert  action  within  48  hours. 

“We  need  to  be  careful.  If  we  re¬ 
quired  that  Congress  be  briefed  on  all 
foreign  policy  activity,  especially  in 
covert  activity,  (it  would)  slow  down 
the  response  time  on  any  policy  re¬ 
sponse  that  we  made  or  want  to  give.” 

Hollist  says  it  is  unclear  as  to  “what 
is  covert  operation,  what  isn’t;  what  is 
to  be  reported,  what  is  not  to  be  re¬ 
ported.” 

Oliver  North  and  John  Poindex¬ 
ter’s  activities  are  clearly  inappropri¬ 
ate  actions,  said  Hollist.

He  said  one  of  the  solutions  to  pre¬ 
vent  such  illegal  activities  in  the  fu¬ 
ture  would  be  to  mandate  that  mili¬ 
tary  officers  appointed  to  serve  in 
government  resigned  their  commis¬ 
sion. 

The  Committee  also  suggested: 

•  The  necessity  to  shut  down  covert 
actions  after  one  year  unless  the  pres¬ 
ident  certifies  to  Congress  that  more 
time  is  needed. 

•  The  approving  of  covert  actions 
should  be  done  in  writing,  in  advance 
and  signed  by  the  president  person¬ 
ally. 

•  Congress  should  be  notified  of  all 
secret  arms  shipments  of  $1  million  or 
more.

Library  noise  problem 
prompts  solutions 
worth  looking  into

There’s  a  noise  problem  in  the  library. 

It  should  come  as  no  surprise  if  a  student,  searching  for  a 
quiet  place  to  study,  immediately  rules  out  going  to  the  Harold 
B.  Lee  Library.  At  times,  the  noise  levels  there  can  become  so 
excessive  it  is  easier  to  imagine  yourself  in  the  Cougareat  in¬ 
stead  of  an  area  dedicated  to  contemplation  and  learning. 

It’s  because  of  this  that  the  university  is  implementing  some 
changes  in  the  library  in  response  to  complaints  from  faculty 
and  students. 

Wednesday’s  Daily  Universe  reported  that  there  have  been 
several  proposals  for  changes  in  the  library  that  have  been 
approved  by  administration  officials  and  the  President’s  Coun- 

■  cil.  “The  physical  changes 
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should  really  have  a  major  im¬ 
pact  on  the  problem,”  accord¬ 
ing  to  Sterling  Albrecht,  uni¬ 
versity  librarian.  “In  the  past, 

.  we’ve  had  to  tell  people  to  stop 
talking  or  leave.  Now  we  have 


options  to  give  the  students.” 

These  new  options  have  come  from  members  of  the  BYU 
student  body.  All  the  current  ideas  have  been  suggested  by  a 
student  ad  hoc  library  advisory  committee.  The  options  have 
been  suggested  and  evaluated  by  students.  Because  they  are  a 
real  attempt  to  solve  a  problem  without  resorting  to  emotional¬ 
ism  they  should  be  supported  by  the  students  with  more  than 
just  lip  service. 

After  all,  they  wouldn’t  be  necessary  if  students  acted  more 
responsibly  in  the  library.  The  list  of  problems  is  long:  the 
library  is  a  common  place  to  meet  on  campus;  study  rooms  are 
small  and  few;  certain  classes  are  unintentionally  designed  to 
cause  hordes  of  students  to  simultaneously  descend  on  the  li¬ 
brary  (all  for  the  same  purpose);  it  is  a  comfortable  place  to 
relax;  many  students  don’t  know  library  etiquette;  there  is  no 
place  in  the  library  where  a  necessary  educational  discussion 
can  take  place;  and  the  list  goes  on  and  on.  And  the  difficulty 
isn’t  limited  to  just  one  area.  Many  times  some  of  the  noisiest 
places  in  the  library  can  be  found  on  the  first  or  fifth  floors  — 
areas  that  can  only  be  reached  with  intentional  effort. 

Another  thing  to  consider  about  supporting  the  changes  is 
that  this  openness  to  student  suggestion  hasn’t  always  been  the 
case. 

Earlier  this  year  a  proposal  was  made  to  close  the  south  doors, 
permanently.  Many  on  campus  felt  that  this  proposal  was  un¬ 
necessarily  harsh  and  inconvenient.  Therefore,  it  should  make 
those  who  are  upset  about  this  proposal  happy  to  know  that  it  is 
not  included  in  the  current  list. 

Among  the  changes  listed  in  Wednesday  paper  were:  1)  glass 
walls  to  be  installed  adjacent  to  the  north  and  south  stairwells; 
2)  a  glass  wall  to  be  installed  between  the  south  stairwell  and  the 
Byline  terminals;  3)  the  establishment  of  two  commons  rooms 
with  lounge  chairs;  4)  group  study  rooms  to  be  made  available  in 
the  Wilkinson  Center;  5)  lounge  chairs  currently  in  study  areas 
to  be  removed  and  replaced  with  individual  study  carrels;  6) 
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Mindlessly  indifferent 


7)  the  placement  of  more  informative  signs  on  entry  doors;  8)  the 
requirement  that  courses  needing  in-the-library  instruction  will 
be  held  in  designated  rooms;  9)  audio  tape  tours  and  lectures  will 
include  information  on  library  courtesy;  10)  posters  will  be 
printed  reminding  patrons  to  be  courteous;  and  11)  library 
hours  will  be  extended  until  midnight. 

According  to  Albrecht,  these  changes  are  physical  types  of 
things  we  can  hopefully  do  over  Christmas  break. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  extended  scope  of  these  changes  indi¬ 
cates  a  dedication  on  the  part  of  the  library  and  the  university  to 
find  reasonable  ways  to  eliminate  the  noise  pollution  in  the 
library. 

A  problem  of  this  nature  is  ongoing.  There  is  no  single, 
quick-fix  solution  that  will  solve  everything  forever.  Anyone  in 
tne  university  community  who  feels  they  have  suggestions 
should  not  hesitate  to  make  them  known.  After  all,  this  is  our 
university. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  the  noise  doesn’t  decrease  it  shouldn’t 
surprise  anyone  if  additional  harsher  solutions  are  implemented 
sometime  in  the  future.

Unfortunately  Mrs.  Loubser  has 
returned  to  South  Africa,  but  I  feel  I 
can  speak  for  both  of  us  in  responding 
to  Mr.  Wright’s  letter  to  your  paper. 
First  of  all  Mr.  Wright,  I  am  a  Black 
South  African.  I  am  of  Xhosa, 
Tswana,  and  even  a  little  “Boer”  de¬ 
scent.  I  find  your  lack  of  knowledge  of 
my  people  abysmal.  Furthermore  in 
my  opinion,  your  play  is  permeated 
with  an  age  old  racist  message. 

We  have  all  heard  the  white  reac¬ 
tionary  idea  that  black’s  cannot  be 
trusted.  If  white’s  raise  a  black  in 
their  home,  the  next  thing  you  know 
these  ungrateful  creatures  will  want 
to  marry  your  lovely  white  daughter. 
Who  can  biame  a  father  for  wanting  to 
stop  this?  Even  though  “Tombe’s” 
castration  is  heinous,  it  hardly  justi¬ 
fies  his  murdering  of  an  innocent  visi¬ 
tor,  Christobel,  or  from  having  her 
raped  by  his  men  or  his  torturing  of 
her  innocent  family. 

He  then  murders  another  white 
family,  causing  the  daughter  he  sup¬ 
posedly  loves  to  flee  alone  in  the 
dark,  perhaps  into  the  arms  of  his 
waiting  savage  and  sadistic  men.  Yes 
Mr.  Wright,  your  message  is  very 
clear,  black’s  can  never  be  trusted, 
they  will  always  return  to  rape,  maim 
and  kill  the  white  hand  that  fed  them. 

You  reinforce  your  unconscious 
racist  idiocy  by  implying  that  Amer¬ 
ica  in  1906  was  a  place  of  refuge  and 
freedom.  Maybe  so  for  your  precious 
white  McKinnon  family  but  not  so  for 
blacks.  As  you  should  know,  blacks 
suffered  horrendous  discrimination 


and  repression  at  the  turn  of  the  cen¬ 
tury  in  this  country.  In  1906  my 
grandfather,  a  great  chief  was  a  free 
and  independent  man,  not  a  poor 
deculturalized  and  downtrodden 
slave  descendent  as  in  your  country. 

“Outrun  the  Night”  may  not  be  a 
modern  depiction  of  Apartheid,  but  in 
the  play’s  program  your  director, 
Professor  Crosland  claims  that  in  this 
South  African  story  we  can  see  today, 
“. . .  the  mind-set  which  still  exists  in 
all  the  horrors  of  Apartheid.”  Maybe 
you  should  have  consulted  with  him  as 
to  what  your  play  really  meant.  He 
seems  understandably  confused. 

We  never  tried  to  deny  South 
Africa  had  had  a  violent  history,  so 
has  every  other  country  in  the  world. 
We  ask  for  a  balanced  objective  view. 
In  every  history  or  story  of  a  people 
one  may  find  noble  and  ignoble  deeds 
and  people. 

You  choose  only  to  see  evil.  In  fact 
BYU’s  own  newspaper  critic,  Mr. 
Weller,  intelligently  observed  that 
nobody  in  the  play  did  “anything  for 
any  sort  of  altruistic  reasons:  and  that 
there  was  “almost  no  element  of  nobil¬ 
ity  to  any -of  •••  your  characters”. 
South  Africa  has  had  its  fair  share  of 
heros  of  all  colours.  Today,  Christ, 
Ghandi  and  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King’s 
views  are  espoused  by  many,  as  op¬ 
posed  to  black  terrorist  or  white 
supremacists  ideals.  In  a  nutshell, 
your  play  has  no  elements  of  faith, 
hope,  charity  and  brotherly  love. 

Your  statement  that  Boers  have  a 
“policy”  of  making  slaves  of  black  chil¬ 
dren  is  incorrect.  This  is  a  point  of 


pride  amongst  my  people  that  we  did 
not  allow  ourselves  to  be  made  into 
slaves. 

I  suggest  you  check  some  more  ob¬ 
jective  history  books  on  this  point. 
The  British  Commander  Harry 
Smith’s  actions  in  1834  have  nothing 
to  do  with  your  play  set  in  1906.  Your 
tactics  of  taking  fragments  of  history, 
as  a  basis  for  your  work  is  intellectu¬ 
ally  unacceptable. 

What  you  have  done  could  be  com¬ 
pared  to  a  play  depicting  the  U.S. 
government  machine  gun  massacre  of 
Indian  civilians  (many  of  them  chil¬ 
dren)  at  the  battle  of  Wounded  Knee 
in  1890,  and  claiming  it  happened  in 
1962.  Every  major  premise  in  your 
play  is  false  in  this  way.  How  you 
managed  the  miracle  of  correcting 
your  entire  piece  in  four  lines  is  unbe¬ 
lievable.  It  would  take  more  than  40 
pages,  never  mind  four  lines. 

Fortunately  I  have  not  seen  your 
“favorite  film  of  the  year,”  “Robo- 
cop.”  But  I  made  some  inquiries 
amongst  some  film  industry  contacts 
I  have  in  Los  Angeles.  I  understand 
Robocop  received  an  “R”  rating  for 
violence.  One  of  America’s  most 
highly  acclaimed  film  directors  stated 
that  is  was  “the  worst  film”  he  has 
seen  this  year  and  that  15  years  ago 
this  film  would  have  received  an  “X” 
rating  for  violence.  My  hosts  in  Salt 
Lake  City  also  informed  me  that  it  is 
the  policy  of  your  LDS  Church  to  dis¬ 
courage  its  members  from  seeing  this 
type  of  film.  Now  I  understand  what 
genre  of  film  you  get  your  inspiration 
from. 


It  was  not  us  who  compared  your 
melodramatic  soap  opera  to  Shake¬ 
speare  Mr.  Wright,  it  was  your  own 
director,  Professor  Crosland.  Not 
even  great  writers  like  David  Rabe, 
Athol  Fugard  or  Harold  Pinter  are 
compared  to  Shakespeare.  Professor 
Crosland  might  as  well  have  com¬ 
pared  “Dynasty”  or  “Dallas”  to 
Shakespeare  as  your  play.  Let  me  jog 
your  memory  to  some  noble  altruistic 
men  found  in  Hamlet,  Othello  and  yes 
even  Macbeth.  Do  you  remember  the 
names,  Cassio,  Ladovico,  Horatio, 
McDuff,  Duncan  and  Othello  (who  de¬ 
spite  a  fatal  inner  flaw  was  still  no¬ 
ble),  etc. 

At  Cambridge  University  where  I 
did  my  graduate  work,  one  of  my  pro¬ 
fessors  considered  Hamlet  a  pro¬ 
foundly  religious  play  with  Hamlet  as 
a  Christ-like  figure  afraid  to  drink 
from  the  bitter  cup,  yet  in  the  end  he 
does  and  sets  right,  the  rot  in  Den¬ 
mark.  Your  play,  on  the  other  hand, 
Mr.  Wright  has  no  such  men. 

Yes  Mr.  Wright,  South  Africa  does 
have  a  history  of  violence  and  radical 
conflict.  Read  Athol  Fugard,  Allem 
Paton,  Nadine  Gordimer,  Njobulo 
Ndebele,  Zuluboy  Molefe,  Mafika 
Mbuli,  etc.  to  understand  true  por¬ 
trayals  of  our  pain  and  suffering. 
Your  play  is  a  cheap  shot  exploiting  a 
history  and  a  tragedy  you  know  noth¬ 
ing  about  or  have  even  bothered  to 
learn  about. 

Yes  Mr.  Wright,  how  silly  you  have 
been.

With  Thanksgiving  just  behind  us 
and  Christmas  less  than  a  month 
away,  this  is  a  good  time  of  year  to 
think  about  the  blessings  we  have  and 
those  yet  to  come. 

A  good  reminder  of  how  lucky  we 
are  to  be  living  in  this  country  is  pro¬ 
vided  by  a  model  used  by  Robert 
Evans  in  his  book  “Human  Rights.” 
He  wrote: 

“If  the  world  were  a  village  of  100 
persons,  30  would  be  white  and  70 
from  other  racial  groups.  One-third 
would  be  rich  or  of  moderate  income, 
and  two-thirds  would  be  poor.  About 
35  would  suffer  from  hunger  and  mal¬ 
nutrition. 

At  least  half  would  be  homeless  or 
living  in  inadequate  housing.  In  the 
village,  47  would  be  unable  to  read  or 
write,  and  only  one  would  have  a  col¬ 
lege  education. 

Six  of  the  100  would  be  Americans 
and  would  have  over  one-third  of  the 
village’s  entire  income  where  as  the 
other  94  would  subsist  entirely  on  the 
remaining  two-thirds.  The  Ameri¬ 
cans  would  produce  16  percent  of  the 
village’s  food  supply  and  consume 
most  of  it  themselves,  except  for  what 
they  would  store  for  future  use  or 
even  destroy  to  raise  its  value  in  the 
village  market. 

Over  half  of  the  94  would  be  hungry 
most  of  the  time  and  would  consider 
the  six  to  be  enormously  wealthy,  dis- 
proportionally  well  fed,  with  three  of 
them  on  a  diet.  Of  the  94,  42  would 
eventually  die  of  diseases  such  as 
malaria  or  cholera. 

Another  15  would  die  of  starvation 
within  a  year;  10  of  these  would  be 
children.  Yet  the  Americans  would 
never  get  any  of  these  diseases,  nor 
would  they  be  worried  by  starvation 
or  malnutrition. 

How  would  the  wealthy  six  live  “in 
peace”  with  their  neighbors?  Perhaps 
they  would  . . .  arm  themselves  to  pro¬ 
tect  their  possessions  and  privileges, 
perhaps  even  spending,  as  America 
now  does,  over  twice  as  much  per  per¬ 
son  annually  for  military  defense  as 
two-thirds  of  the  villagers  receive  in 
total  income. 

There  is,  of  course,  in  that  village — 
even  in  the  midst  of  such  erroneous 
inequality —  laughter,  music,  dancing 
and  love. 

However,  such  a  world  would  not 
survive  long  without  unrest  and  dis¬ 
turbance.” 

All  of  us  are  very  rich  compared  to 
most  people.  Since  this  is  the  season 
of  giving,  perhaps  we  ought  to  keep  in 
mind  the  needs  of  the  many  who 
aren’t  as  lucky  as  ourselves. 


As  the  apostle  John  put  it,  “Bu 
whoso  hath  this  world’s  goods,  am 
seeth  his  brother  have  need,  am 
shutteth  up  his  bowels  of  compassioi 
from  him,  how  dwelleth  the  love  o 
God  in  him?  My  little  children,  let  us'  |I 
not  love  in  word,  neither  in  tongue 
but  in  deed  and  in  truth”  (1  John  3:17 
18). 

Despite  the  fact  that  many  of  us  fee 
that  we’re  poor  starving  students,  ii 
reality  we  have  an  abundance  of  ma¬ 
terial  blessings  and  God  has  chargee 
us  to  share  them,  saying  “for  the 
earth  is  full  and  there  is  enough  and  t< 
spare;  yea,  I  prepared  all  things,  and 
have  given  unto  the  children  of  men  to 
be  agents  unto  themselves. 

Therefore,  if  any  man  shall  take  ol 
the  abundance  which  I  have  given  him 
and  impart  not  his  portion,  according 
to  the  law  of  my  gospel,  unto  the  poor 
and  needy,  he  shall  with  the  wicked, 
lift  up  his  eyes  in  hell,  being  in  tor- 
ment”(Doc.  &  Cov.  104:17-18). 

As  King  Benjamin  pointed  out  in 
Mosiah  3,  this  is  not  a  conditional  com¬ 
mand  which  depends  on  whether  the 
poor  deserve  their  plight,  but  an  ab¬ 
solute  one  in  which  the  cause  of  some¬ 
one’s  poverty  is  irrelevant. 

All  of  us  can  find  ways  to  help  the 
less  fortunate.  We  can  start  by  mak¬ 
ing  an  effort  to  become  aware  of 
where  people  are  who  most  need  our 
help. 

Within  the  circles  of  out  wards  and 
community  there  are  individuals  who 
need  our  emotional  and  physical  sup¬ 


port.  Organizations  such  as  ASBYU 
Community  Services,  Utahns 
Against  Hunger  and  the  Catholic 
Church  work  to  solve  pressing  human 
problems  and  can  use  our  aid. 

Financial  support  of  international 
relief  agencies  can  go  a  long  way.  For 
some,  greater  commitments  such  as 
service  in  the  Peace  Corps  may  be 
feasible. 

There  are  many  other  avenues  for 
service  open  to  us;  we  have  only  to 
find  and  use  them. 

We  have  all  heard  that  “the  world  is 
our  campus.”  The  world  is  also  our 
responsibility. 

With  the  knowledge  and  skills  we 
acquire  as  students,  we  will  be  able  to 
bless  the  lives  of  others  throughout 
our  own  lives. 

As  we  realize  that  the  94  are  our 
neighbors  as  well  as  the  five,  and  as 
we  overcome  our  selfishness  and  be¬ 
come  our  brother’s  keepers,  we  will 
enrich  our  own  lives  in  a  meaningful 
way  even  as  we  bless  the  lives  of  oth¬ 
ers.

A  record-tying  five  players  from 
No.  1-ranked  Oklahoma  —  including 
repeaters  Keith  Jackson  at  tight  end 
and  guard  Mark  Hutson,  plus  three 
members  of  the  nation’s  top-ranked 
defense  —  were  named  Wednesday  to 
the  Associated  Press  1987  All-Amer¬ 
ica  college  football  team. 

Second-ranked  Miami  of  Florida, 
No.  3  Florida  State  and  No.  6  Auburn 
each  had  two  players  on  the  All- 
America  team,  which  includes  three 
other  holdovers  from  1986  —  Ohio 
State  linebacker  Chris  Spielman,  Mi¬ 
ami  defensive  back  Bennie  Blades  and 
Notre  Dame  flanker- kick  returner¬ 
running  back  Tim  Brown. 

Brown,  a  wide  receiver  on  the  1986 
All-America  team,  made  the  1987 
squad  as  a  return  specialist,  the  first 
time  the  AP  team  has  included  such  a 
position. 

Brown’s  receptions  were  down 
from  45  in  1986  to  39  as  opponents 
double-teamed  him  and  Notre  Dame 
threw  less.  He  finished  sixth  nation¬ 
ally  with  an  average  of  167.55  all-pur¬ 
pose  yards  a  game  and  a  total  of  1,843 
yards  —  144  rushing,  846  receiving, 
401  on  punt  returns  and  452  on  kickoff 
returns. 

The  All-America  wide  receivers 
are  Marc  Zeno  of  Tulane,  the  NCAA 
all-time  leader  in  reception  yardage, 
and  Indiana’s  Ernie  Jones,  Player  of 
the  Year  in  the  Big  Ten. 

The  AP  All-America  team  will  be 
featured  on  Bob  Hope’s  annual 
Christmas  television  show  on  Satur¬ 
day,  Dec.  19(NBC-TV,  8  p.m.,  EST). 

The  All-America  team  is  selected 
by  the  AP’s  sports  editor,  college 
football  editor  and  regional  sports  ed¬ 


itors.  A  player  must  make  his  all-con¬ 
ference  or  all-sectional  teams  to  be 
considered  for  the  All-America  first 
team. 

Oklahoma’s  defensive  representa¬ 
tives  are  linebacker  Dante  Jones,  De¬ 
fensive  Player  of  the  Year  in  the  Big 
Eight  Conference;  end  Darrell  Reed, 
a  four-time  All-Big  Eight  selection; 
and  free  safety  Rickey  Dixon. 

Since  the  AP  released  its  first  All- 
America  team  in  1925,  only  Army’s 
1945  national  champions  had  five 
first-team  players.  The  1945  team 
consisted  of  only  11  players  —  there 
were  no  separate  offensive  and  defen¬ 
sive  units  —  and  Army  was  repre¬ 
sented  by  tackles  Dewitt  “Tex”  Coul¬ 
ter  and  A1  Nemetz,  guard  John  Green 
and  backs  Glenn  Davis  and  Doc  Blan¬ 
chard. 

The  1987  All- America  backfield  in¬ 
cludes  Syracuse  quarterback  Don 
McPherson,  who  led  the  Orangemen 
to  a  best-ever  11-0  regular  season,  a 
No.  4  national  ranking  and  a  berth  in 
the  Sugar  Bowl,  and  running  backs 
Craig  “Ironhead”  Heyward  of  Pitts¬ 
burgh  and  Thurman  Thomas  of  Okla¬ 
homa  State. 

Heyward  is  one  of  three  juniors  on 
the  25-man  All- America  squad.  The 
others  are  Texas  A&M’s  John  Roper, 
a  defensive  end-outside  linebacker, 
and  Florida  State  cornerback  Deion 
Sanders.  The  other  22  first-teamers 
are  seniors. 

The  rest  of  the  offensive  unit  con¬ 
sists  of  tackles  Dave  Cadigan  of 
Southern  California  and  Stacy 
Searels  of  Auburn,  guard  John  Mc¬ 
Cormick  of  Nebraska,  center  Ignazio 
“Nacho”  Albergamo  of  LSU,  and 
Clemson  placekicker  David  Tread¬ 
well.

out  tight  victories.  Both  games  have 
been  decided  by  a  total  of  five  points. 

BYU  Head  Coach  Ladell  Andersen 
is  still  happy  with  the  wins,  however.

As  the  snow  appears  on  Mount 
Timpanogos,  a  student’s  thoughts 
turn  to...  his  car? 

Now  that  cold  weather  is  here  to 
stay  for  a  few  months,  the  Utah  De¬ 
partment  of  Transportation  and 
Utah  Highway  Patrol  suggest  that 
drivers  prepare  their  cars  for  the 
winter  weather. 

The  Utah  Highway  Patrol  and  lo¬ 
cal  service  stations  suggest  drivers 
check  tires,  fluids  and  windshield 
wipers  and  travel  with  emergency 
equipment  in  their  car  during  the 
winter  months. 

Lt.  Jim  Uttley  of  the  Utah  High¬ 
way  Patrol  said  the  highway  patrol 
suggests  people  get  snow  tires  for 
their  cars. 

According  to  a  UDOT  press  re¬ 
lease,  to  qualify  for  snow  tires,  tires 
“must  be  designated  ‘Mud  and  Snow’ 
or ‘M/S.’” 

“Studded  snow  tires  are  permitted 
Oct.  15  through  April  15,”  said  Perry 
Wiser,  a  salesperson  for  a  local  tire 
dealer.  Wiser  said  usually  50  percent 
of  the  people  use  an  all-season  radial. 

Chris  Adams,  a  mechanic  at  a  local 
service  station,  suggests  that  all 
fluid  levels  in  the  car  be  checked, 
such  as  antifreeze,  transmission  and 
windshield  wiper  fluid. 

“A  good  mixture  of  antifreeze 
windshield  wiper  fluid  is  best,”  said 
Adams.  “Good  wiper  blades  are  im¬ 
portant  too.” 

Sand  Wittaker,  manager  at  an¬ 
other  local  service  station,  said  all

Utah  State  Training  School 
needs  student  volunteers

The  Utah  State  Training  School  is 
looking  for  volunteers  to  bring  joy  to 
its  students  this  Christmas. 

“Every  year  we  have  people  bring 
in  Christmas  trees  and  presents  for 
the  students  here  at  the  school,  but 
this  year  we  haven’t  had  as  many  vol¬ 
unteers  as  we  have  in  the  past,”  ac¬ 
cording  to  Randy  Blackburn,  who  is 
with  volunteer  services  at  the  school, 
which  is  located  in  American  Fork. 

The  school  houses  approximately 
600  mentally  retarded  clients  and  pro¬ 
vides  education  (vocational  and  pre- 
vocational). 

Education  is  for  those  students  un¬ 
der  the  age  of  21,  and  vocational  train¬ 
ing  for  those  over  21, 

Blackburn  said  the  school  likes  to 
have  the  volunteers  interact  with  the 
students  by  decorating  the  trees, 
singing  songs  and  just  talking  with 
them. 

In  the  past,  it  has  been  a  rewarding 
experience  for  both  the  students  and 
the  outside  participants,  according  to 
Blackburn.  Local  wards  from  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  have  volunteered. 

Kimball  Krantz  from  the  123rd 
Ward  in  West  Valley  City  said  volun¬ 
teering  was  a  “real  positive  experi¬ 
ence.” 

For  the  past  six  or  seven  years, 
Krantz’s  ward  has  brought  a  group  of 
young  boys  to  the  training  school. 
They  brought  a  tree,  decorated  it  and 
passed  out  candy  canes. 

Krantz  said  he  was  afraid  some  of 
the  youth  might  be  frightened  by  the 
older  students,  who  were  about  25  to 
30  years  old,  but  the  boys  warmed  up 
to  the  students,  and  all  enjoyed  them¬ 
selves. 

When  the  boys  were  asked  if  they 
wanted  to  come  back,  all  the  boys  said 
yes,  Krantz  said.  “I  can’t  think  of  any 
instance  where  someone  didn’t  want 
to  return.” 

Krantz  also  said  it  was  not  only  a 
Christian  service  for  the  boys,  but  it 
also  instilled  in  them  an  appreciation 
for  their  own  wholeness  and  mental 
well-being. 

Lisa  Ford  of  the  Orem  Windsor 
91st  Ward  had  also  brought  a  group  of 
about  10  girls  to  the  training  school. 

Ford  said  the  girls  made  homemade 
puppets  out  of  socks  and  put  on  a  pup¬ 
pet  show  for  all  the  students.  The  stu¬ 
dents  were  able  to  touch  the  puppets 
and  keep  them  after  the  show. 

Blackburn  said  he  would  like  BYU 
students  to  offer  to  come  and  spend 
some  time  with  the  students  decorat¬ 
ing  trees,  singing  songs  and  reading 
stories.  A  group  of  about  eight  to  16 
people  will  be  put  in  a  room  to  deco¬ 
rate  a  tree.  The  students  also  need 
Christmas  presents.  , 

Most  of  the  students  are  young 


adults  and  adults,  so  the  presents 
should  be  for  those  age  groups,  Black¬ 
burn  said.  Most  of  the  young  children 
are  placed  in  homes  in  the  commu¬ 
nity. 

Appropriate  presents  include 
things  for  the  walls  —  plaques  and 
prints,  stickers,  pens  and  pencils, 
small  stocking  stuffers,  cards  and  old 
cassette  tapes  (the  students  have 
players).
